HOPKINS DESIRES 


IE 


Conflicting lutercftts of Applicants i'or 


Electric Railroad Franchises Hold 
\V~arm Session With County Commis- 
sioners—Action Delayed 


'We have the money deposited In 


this city to build the electric line from 
Reno to Moana Springs, provided the 
County Commissioners grant us the 
franchise tomorrow. 
We will begin 


the construction within thirty days 
and have the road completed within 
six months. 


"When the extension is made to 


Moana we will begin preparations for 
a line to Lake Tahoe. 
Already we 


have the permission for a private ,\ght 
of way of Dan "Wheeler, the largest 
property owner between the county 
road and the lake. 
Once we get the 


line 
in 
to 
Moana 
\ve 
will 
lyuild 


farther." 


James May, chief promoter of the 


proposed line to Moana Springs, who 
will receive his answer on the applica- 
tion for the franchise from the County 
Commissioners Wednesday, made the 
preceding statements last night. 


The County Commissioners yester- 


day heard heated arguments on the 
application of Colonel Hopkins for an 
electric road to Steamboat Springs, via 
Moana,'"«nd. the recfuest for a right of 
way froTn James May f6r a two-mile 
stretch on the county road from Reno 
to the Frey ranch. Because the Hop- 
kins interests demanded an exclusive 
permit to the road, and the May coun- 
sel advocated a line over which both 
lines could run if necessary, the Com- 
missioners delayed action for two days. 


Attorney Stoddard represented May, 


and he placod a petition before the 
Commissioners signed by the following 
property owners along the road over 
which a right of way is asked, each 
resident being in favor of the May in- 
terests: 
Charles Laden, C. A. Litch, 


Nevada Hardware and Supply Com- 
pany, H. J. Darling, C. L. James, W. G. 
Wright, Mrs. ChrU Johnson, R. E. Gib- 
son, D. C. Wheeler, Mrs. M. Deremer, 
W. W. Hayner, J. C. Faretto, L. S. 
Faretto,1 E: Twaddle and Mrs. F. M. 
Kelley. 


Colonel Hopkins was represented by 


Judge Jones." The latter was averse to 
the board granting May a right of way, 
thus-making it necessary for the Hop- 
kins road to Steamboat, a. distance of 
nine miles, to traverse the last two 
miles on a line used in conjunction 
with 
another 
corporation. 
Jones, 


strengthened his point by citing the 
fact that the Commissioners should 
make a discrimination in favor of the 
road; which would build the longest 
distance. 
He said that if there were 


ten applicants for a franchise on the 
same road the commission would un- 
doubtedly give it to the first appli- 
cant, instead of allowing all companies 
to traverse the road on a pro rata ex- 
pense settlement as suggested by May 
in the case under discussion. 


In reply Stoddard stated that he 


was a representative of home capital 
and that if he was given the right thf 
road would be built in sixty days. Hi 
did not ask for an exclusive privilege, 
but desired to construct the line and 
then share the expense of building and 
maintenance with Hopkins' company 
when the latter is ready to begin the 
operation of curs to Steamboat. 
Hop- 


kins took exception to this by saying 
that it would injure the chances o)' 
his line being put in "shape to get cap- 
italists concefned in the deal because 
of the confliction over the last two 
miles. 


When seen last night James May 


made the following statement to The 
Journal: 
"Hopkins '\\ants to get the 


franchise from the couifty for specu- 
lative purposes. 
He has already had 


two years to build the line and he is 
yet delaying. 
We don't care whether 


he guilds thr first stretch on the Vir- 
ginia, roajl. or not; all we want is to 
operate our cars over the line. 


"Our interests are not identical with 


the Reno Transit Company. We will 
act in conjunction 
with' 
them, 
of 


course. 
There is an 'excellent oppor- 


tunity for an electric line from here to 
Moana and then on to Lake Tahoe. We 
mean to build it. 


"By fast electric cars the ride to 


Tahoe from Reno will only take an 
hour. 
In this way a large amount of 


the California travel will come to Reno 
and go from here to the lake." 


The project will cost 540,000 to build 


to Moana and equip the line with car-;. 
We have the money on deposit in a 
Reno bank to do the work immedi- 
ately. 
Xo shares of stock are to be 


offered for sale and we don't have to 
wait for Eastern capital to take up our 
project."

Telephone and Telegraph Company for 
Reno announces that an extension of 
the corporation's service will be made 
Immediately from Truckee to Loyal- 
ton. 


This means that a large amount of 


calls will be taken from the local office 
and sent straight through to trans- 
mountain towns, relieving the situa- 
tion in Reno. 
Complaint from many 


users of the telephone have been made 
recently because the single loop be- 
tween Reno and Sacramento fs always 
busy. 
The company has n.ot seen fit 


to build enough wires out of here to 
supply the service, but the establish- 
ment of a line from Loyalton will be 
a help to congested conditions.

stone, one of the most magnificent bridges in

Yet there are no provisions 
being madfc for parks. 
A city without parks i? 


like a home without a yard. Parks are a public 
necessity and an aid to a city's health.
